New Or.eans, Nov. 20—10 p. m.—The busi- 
ness before the Returning Board, detailed in the 
Associated Press dispatches, was unimportant, 
as from the three parishes considered there were 
no protests or contests. All the contested 
parishes will, in accordance with law, be left for 
consideration until the returns from ail un- 
contested parishes have been completed. In 
the three parishes canvassed to-day—Assump- 
tion, Ascension, and Avyoyelles—there were re- 
turned to the Legislature three Republicans and 
three Democrats, where last year there were six 


Democrats. 
MOST INGENIOUS DIABOLISM. 


As reports come in from the country parishes, 
the facts become very evident that a systematic 
policy has been adopted by the Democrats in 
all those strong Republican districts which 
have properly been denominated as “bull- 
dozed.” The history of one is the history of 
nearly all.

THE IRREGULAR TICKETS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 20.—Information 
here in regard to the omission of some of the 
names of Electors from the Republican ballots 
in one parish in Louisiana is to the effect that 
not enough of such ballots appear to affect the 
result in that parish, all the Electors having 4 
majority even if these incomplete ballots shall 
be thrown out. It is not believed, however, that 
in any event the Returning Board would throw 
them aside, since the House has decided here, 
all the Democrats concurring, that it is perfect- 
ly competent and legal to take into con- 
sideration the evident intent of the 
voter in casting his ballot when it 
is found to be incomplete or informal In the 
Forty-second Congress the Republican Election 
Committee made a unanimous report in favor 
of the Democratic sitting member in the case of 
McKenzie, Republican, vs. Braxton, Democrat, 
from the Seventh Virginia District. The ques- 
tion eonsidered at length in the report was this 
of giving full weight to the evident intent of a 
voter where the ballot was tmcompicte or inac- 
curate. All the Democrats in the House agreed 
to the doctrine, and the House, on the report of 
the Republican Committee, voted to not even 
pay the expenses of the contestant who sought 
his seat on the gronnd of several hundred in- 
correct ballots being thrown for the successful 
candidate.

THE RETURNING BOARD’S QUARTERS. 

New ORLEANS, Nov. 20—2:30 p. m.—At the 
State House, the Senate Chamber and its sur- 
roundings betoken the approaching éession of 
the Returning Board. In the middle of the 
apartment were arranged three tables in a cir- 
cle, one for the Returning Board and the oth- 
ers for the Republican and Democratic Commit- 
tees. The corridors surrounding the rotunda 
were closed by barricades, guarded by Assistant 
Sergeants-at-Arms. A squad of police were 
stationed in the near vicinity of the Senate 
Chamber, in order to be on hand in case of a 
disturbance. 

Towards noon the Republican and Democratic 
Committees entered the room. The represent- 
ative Republicans were Messrs. Tuttle, Garfield, 
Sherman, Hale, and Stoughton; and for the 
Democrats appeared Messrs. Trumbull, Palmer, 
Bigler, G. B. Smith, G. W. Julian, and Watson. 

The Returning Board has determined to ex- 
clude during the executive session all persons 
except the members of the National Commit- 
tees. The counsel will only be called in when 
contests are raised,—that is, where a contest has 
been filed or accompanies the returns. The 
counsel will not be allowed to examine the re- 
turns when opened, and mearly to witness the 
unsealing of the packages. The Democratic 
Committee on Returns will have aroom in the 
neighborhood of the Hall of Representatives, 
in order to be within easy reach of the Senate 
Chamber. Each of the National Committees 
are accompanied by a phonographer to take the 
proceedings for their respective committees. 
When the Board goes into executive session, 
members of the press will be excluded. 

The session sof the Board will continue from 
day to day, from 10 o’clock in the morning till 
4in the afternoon. The clerks of the Board 
were posted in a room back of the Senate 
Chamber. 

Local committees representing Democrats 
aud Republicans were present at the executive 


session.

with all the members present. The minutes 
were read and adopted. Gov. Wells stated that 
a system of rules for the government of the 
Board had been adopted. The rules were read. 

The Board will first take up the parishes in 
which there are no contests, and, after dispos- 
ing of these parishes, those will be taken up in 
which there are objections. All motions, etc., made 
bythe attorneys must be in writing. No oral ar- 
gument will be allowed. Any candidate or his 
representative whe presents a witness must 
also present interrogatories. No ex parte affi- 
davits are to be received. 

Judge Spofford offered a rule as a substitute 


for the rule for the executive session, to the ef- 
fect that the sessions of the body should be 
public, and the representatives of each party 
and the press reporters allowed to be present. 
Judge Spofford spoke in behalf of his motion. 
Gov. Wells stated that the Board could not ac- 
cept the amendment; that it had bgen decided 
to admit only the National Comfnittees and 
their reporters. 

The answer to the protest of the Vemocrutic 
Committee on Keturns was read. Col. 
Zacharie filed an additional protest in behalf of 
members of Congress. Gov. Wells stated that 
the name of Dr. Kennedy had been substituted 
to fill one of the vacancies on the Board, and 
that he knew of only one vacancy. The appli- 
cation was laid over, subject toa cal). 

Col. Zacharie gave notice of a protest against 
the Board proceeding until the vacaucy was 
filled. 

On motion of Mr. Skimmer, the Board resolved 
to take up the returns of a parish to the canvass 
and compilation of which there has been no ob- 


jection. 

Col. Zacharie made an application for the ad- 
mission of the United States Supervisors, which 
was taken under advisement. Col. Zacharie 
stated that he had District-Attorney Beckwith’s 
opinion on the subject. 

The returns of Ascension, Assumption, and 
Avoyelles Parishes were sent for, and the Board 
went into executive session. 

RULES. 

With a view te regularity and expediency in 
tlie discharge of the duties of returning officers 
of election the following rules are adopted for 
their guidance: *. 

Firet—Returning officers will meet at 12 o'elock 
m. each day, Sunday's excepted, at the place des- 
ignated for holding their sessions unless a different 
hour er place be designated at adjournment. 

Seconad—Upon meeting the presiding officer of 
the Beard sball order the roll of the members 
called, and ifaquorum be present he shall direct 
the Secretary to read the minutes of the 1 
meeting or meetings, unless the reading thereo 
be dispensed with. 

Third—The Secretary shall daily. keep an acca- 
rate account of the proceedings of the returning 
oflicers. 

Fourth—The returning officers shall first take 
up, canvases, and complete the returns from par- 
ishes where no objection is made to the canvass or 
compilation of votes cast at any polling-place in 
such parish or parishes on account of fraud, or in- 
timidation, or other illegal practices, examining in 
these only to ascertain whether the legal formali- 
ties have been complied with in holding the elec- 
tion and making returns by returning-officers. 

Fifth—That after disposing of the parishes pro- 
vided for in the preceding rule, that then the re- 
turning-officers take up the parishes in which ob- 
jection is made to the vote of any or al) polls in 
such parish, that they first canvase complete the 
votes at the polls in such parishes to which no 
objection is made, and then they shall take up the 
contested polls in such parish, provided that if it 
become necessary to delay the investigation of anv 
such polis, on account of the absence of witnesses 
or other evidence, the same may be continued un- 
til a day to be fixed by the returning officcrs, that 
the returning officers shall decide at the time they 
are ready te proceed what parishes they will take 
up first. a 

Sixth—That all motions made by candidates or 
their attorneys, or by other persons authorized to 
appear before the returning officers, shall be in 
writing, and signed. All arguments presented to 
the returning officers sha!! be in writing. No oral 
argumente will be allowed. 

Seventh—The returning officers, if they think it 
advisabic, may go into secret session to consider any 
motion, er argument, or proposition which may be 
presented to them. Any member shall have the 
right to call for a secret session for the above pur- 

ses. 

Fighth—When any candidate, or his attorney or 
other person authorized so to do, shall presenta 
witness before the returning officers, he shall pre- 
sent the interrogations to be propounded to such 
witness, which he shall have previously submitted 
to his opponent, to be crossed, at least 
twenty-four hours, unless some other 
time de named for the cross inter- 
rogatories, but before the expiration of that 
time. In the examination of witnesses the re- 
turning officers may interrogate witnesses be- 
yond interrogatories when they think it necessary, 
but candidates and their attorneys shall not ex- 
amine witnesses before tne returning officers ex- 
cept as above provided. a | 

Ninth—No ex parte affidavits or statements sha.l 
be received except as a basis to show that such in- 
timidation or other illegal practice at some poll re- 
quire interrogation. but returns and affidavits au- 
thorized by law, made by officers of election or in 
verification of statements as required by law. snail 
be received in evidence prima facis. 

Tenth—That the evidence for each contested poll 
in any parish, when concluded, shal) be laid aside 
until all evidence is in from all contested polls in 
the several parishes where there may be contest- 
ants, and after the evidence 1s ali in, the returning 
omcers will decide the several contests in secret 
session, parties or their attorneys to be allowed to 
submit briefs or written arguments up to the time 
fixed for the returning officers goimg inte secret

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. Nov. 20.—To the Hon. Zach- 
ariah Chandler, Chairman Republican National 
Committee, Washington D C. We have been fre- 
quently asked to give the figures of the Electoral 
vote of the State as claimed by the Republicans. 
We have declined to do so for the agente 
reasons solely: Official returns have been receive 
from thirty-two counties of the thirty-nine, and 
until all are in we are unwilling, and think it un- 
wise, wo give our understanding of the figures, be- 
cause of the possibility of the tigures in the Demo- 
cratic counties still behind being safficiently 
changed to alter the result. We do 
not necessarily impute to any one 
a design to commit fraud. but it is 
enough that such a thing is possible, and not un- 
known here or elsewhere. Asin the case of the 
election frauds in the cify of New York at the 
Presidential election of 1868, and the well-known 
Tweed circular in furtherance thereof in 1872. In 
this State the raising of the county returns in favor 
of the Democratic State ticket, nearly 1,000 
votes was discovered at the last moment, and 
only counteracted by the extraordinary efforts 
which were made to obtain the original precinct 
returns. We feel entirely justified in refusing to 
give any information which shall even, in the re- 
potest degree, render any such fraud esible or 
desirable. The delay in beginning the canvass 
arises from three causes: 

First— An uncertainty as to whether the Gov- 
ernor alone or the General Board of State Canvass- 
ers are the legal canvassing officers of the Presi- 
dential vote. The Democrate have asked to be 
heard on that question, and it is now under con- 
sideration. 

Second - All the returns are not in, which, it is 
claimed by many, is a legal prerequisite to the 
beginning of the canvass, and if it were otherwise, 
yet, for the reasons above stated, it would be un- 
wise to begin it until the retarns are received. Not 
infrequently the returns from remoter counties 
do not reach Tallahassee for three or four weeks, 
and the law allows the General Board of State 
Canvaseers to wait thirty-five days to return.

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
NORTHERN DEMOCRATS PROPERLY APPRECI- 
ATED. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., Nov. 20.—Several of the 
Democratic watchers have returned from South 
Carolina. They report that they were greatly 
surprised at the indifference of the Democrats 
in that State to Tilden. They seemed to care 
nothing for him in eomparison to Hampton. 
They still cherish bitter feelings towards North- 
ern Democrats for conspiring with them to ac- 
complish secession, and then giving them no aid 
Whatever when their move resulted in war. 
These gentlemen say Southern Democrats have no 
idea of doing the least thing looking to another 
war.

REASONS WHICH GOV. TILDEN GAVE FOR CAST- 
ING A BALLOT FOR HIMSELF—WEHY GOV. 
HAYES DID NOT VOTE. 
New York Tribune. 

At an early hour on the morning of election 
day Gov. Tilden approached the polling-place at 
No. 246 Third avenue, where he was registered 
asavoter.

IN GENERAL. 


THE RGPUBLICAN PARTY. 
Marper’s Weekiy, Nov. 18. 

If it be the Kepublican party which presently 
retires from the control of the Government, it 
is well to remember that it has a prouder and 
nobler history than any party in English annals. 
It came into power sixteen years ago, when the 
Democratic party had virtually held the Aamin- 
istration for a generation. That party was the 
mere tool of the slave power, and had sedu- 
lously debauched and demoralized the national 
conscience. Inheriting from Jefferson and 
Madison (the last of whom partially dis- 
avowed it) the doctrine of sccession, or that 
the Union is a voluntary partnership,—a 
doctrine which Jackson’s proclamation did 
not discredit in the party, and which was 
substantially affirmed by Mr. Tilden in 1860,—it 

pared the way for the movement of the Re- 
ion. It had utterly prostituted the civil 
service. It had totally disgraced the American 
name, and it had brought the American princi- 
ple into mortal peril. Bot it was apparently 
impregnably intrenched in the solid Southern 
vote, ip the doubt that it had cast upon the true 
meaning ef the 8 the timidity of 
trade between the sections, in the patronage of 
the civil service, in the sentiment of the army, 
in the intense prejudice against the colored 
race, in the hopelessness of constitutional inter- 
ference with slavery, and in the fear of actual 
trouble with the insolent and threatening slave 
wer. 

But the firm and courageous Republican ap- 
peal to the intelligence and conscience of the 
people of the Northern States,—for no such ap- 

was permitted in the South,—an appeal 
madein the face of the most derisive opposi- 
tion and of massacres in Kaneas, ag earnest 
of what should follow, so united the Free States 
that they votedin 1800 asa Republican unit, 
and were successful. The Democratid party of 
the South instantly rose inarms. That of the 
North passively co-operated. As Mr. Richard 
H. Dana, Jr., truly says, the very term 
“War Democrat” is the- conclusive evidence 
that simple Democrat was synonymous with 
an opponent of the Government. No one ever 
thought of speaking of War Republicans. To 
be a Republican was to be a Union man. Total- 
ly unused to administration, the Republican 
party was at once confron with organized 
civil war, with treason in the army and navy, 
with corruption in the civil service, with an 
empty Treasury, with a ruined credit, with 
denial of its constitutional power to act, with 
seceding States, a crumbling Union, and the 
sneering hostility of foreign nations. 

Without a moment’s delay it arose to the 
great emergency. Relying upon the ple of 
the Free States, it created an army and a navy. 
It made enormous loans. It waged a tre- 
mendous war of four years. It held at bay 
foreign powers eager to abet the ruin of the 
Union. It maintained order in the Free States. 
It sent army after army to the Geld, and amply 
sustained them. It emancipated 4,000,000 of 
slaves. It maintained the Union absolutely and 
without condition. It did not build a scaffola 
nor take a life in punishment. It enfranchised 
the freedmen and restored every Rebel to 
citizenship. It vindicated the American princi- 
ple before the world, and gave the country a 
standing and respect among othcr nations that 
it had never known before. It made the 
Declaration of Independence a truth and not a 
lie, and for the first time made America mean 
liberty instead of slavery. In the ten years 
since the War ended it has paid $800,000,000 of 
the debt. it has reduced the interest account 
by $50,000,000. It has reduced taxation 
by $260,000,000. It has immensely reduced 
the percentage of loss by carelessness or crime 
in the collection and disbursement of the public 
money. It has Greatly decreased the r 
expenses of the Government per capita since the 
last Democratic Administration. It has nego- 
tiated bonds at 44¢ per cent interest to replace 
those paying 6 per cent. It has declared for the 
resumption of specie payments in 1879. It has 
Saved the existence, the character, and the 
credit of the United States. 

This is the party which, if Mr. Tilden be 
elected, now retires and gives place to the Demo- 
cratic, with Democratic leadership, doctrines, 
and practices unchanged. This is the party 
which Democratic — and Republicans who 
have deserted their party use it did not give 
them office, denounce as totally corrupt. This 
is the party which Mesars.

BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

Balrmonz, Nov. 20.—At the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, a report was submitted, showing the 
earnings of the past year at 813,031, 8. 72, and 
expenses, 89, 900, 886. 19. The surplus fund now 
exceeds the mortgage indebtedness by $7,853,- 
435.98. 

The report says: It is hoped such reasonable 
and equitable freight rates will be adopted in 
future as will foster alike all interests connect- 
ed with the railway system and general inter- 
ests of the country. 

Speaking of the railroad war, the report con- 
tinues: In these processes of antagenism te 
this short and cheap line the longer liues to 
other seaboard cities have suffered fearful 
losses.

According to the statements of those who 
have the matter in charge, the remains of 
Joseph Henry Louis Charles, Baron von Palm, 
Grand Commander of the Sovereign Order of 
the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, Prince of the 
Roman Empire, Knight of St. John of Malta, 
will be cremated at Washington, Pa., on the 6th 
ef December. Whatis earthly of this person- 


Cemetery; and, if a disembodied spirit can re- 
ceive any consolation from the good estate of 
its former tenement, the manes of the Baron 
must be gratified to know that a recent surgical 
examination has established the fact that the 
fieshly domicile which it inhabited for about 
three score and ten years is almost in the con- 
dition of amummy. The death of this gentle- 
man oecurred at the end of last May. The 
readers of the Herald will remember what a 
pitch public curiosity reached when it was an- 
nounced that the funeral services were to be 
conducted according to the rite of the 
Theosophs, a society claiming to be a 
modern resuscitation of some ancient sect, 
Egyptian or otherwise, which sought, in 
the dim twilight of history, for truths and prin- 
ciples which were not got at, and whose modern 
representatives, after the trifling interval of 
8,000 or 4,000 years, are on the scent of the same 
truths and principles. The Baron yon Palm be- 
longed, at the close of a long life, to this fra- 
ternity, and its present head is going to have 
the Baron’s body reduced to ashes by fire on the 
6th prox. This disposal of the remains of Baron 
von Palm will probably produce a great sensa- 
tion in this country, as it will be in direct oppo- 
sition to the universal custom prevailing among 
Christian sects. 

The furnace erected by Dr. Le Moyne, at 
Washington, Fa., is expected to reduce a human 
body to ashes in about five hours, without a 

article of odor or a single disagreeable effect. 

r. Le Moyne erected the crematory after study 
of all the details. He has done all the work at 
his own expense, and it is his purpose that no 
fees shall be charged, so that this means of dis- 
posing of the dead shall be within reach of the 
poorest people. 

THE VON PALM CREMATION. 

The cremation of the Baron’s body will take 
place, as previously stated, on the 6th of De- 
cember next, at Washington, Pa., to which place 
the remains will be forwarded a day or two be- 
forehand. The fires in the furnace will be light- 
ed on the morning of the 5th, and it is expected 
that twenty-four hours later the full heat re- 
quired—nearly 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit—will 
be obtained. At 7 o’clock on the morning of the 
6th the body will be placed in the retort, and 
the cremation will be completed about noon. 
During the afternoon addresses will be deliv- 
ered by Dr. Le Moyne, the designer and builder 
of the crematory; Col. H. 8. Olcott, in his ca- 
pacity as executor of the Baron under his last 
will and testament; the Rev. G. P. Hays, D. 
D., President of the Washington and Jefferson 
college, and other prominent persons. The 
Boards of Health of Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston, Washington, D. U., and other cities have 
been invited, and most of them have already 
voted to send their most representative men to 
witness this 42 interesting experiment. 
The University o ennsylvania, the New York 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and numer- 
ous other learned bodies will be represented. 

Dr. Le Moyne wrote toa friend recently that 
enough persons have M for ad- 
mission to fill the two largest halls in the town. 
A conference of the scientific gentlemen pres- 
ent will be held in the evening to discuss the 
respective advantages of cremation and inhuma- 
tion.

THB VON PALM FAMILY. 

The family of the late Baron von Palm orig- 
inated in Southern Germany gee where 
the oldest branch, the Barons, is still flourish- 
ing. A younger branch, the Counts, flourish in 
Wurtemberg, Bavaria, and Austria, and the 
third line, the Princes, have their residence in 
Vienna. The first line are Barons of the Holy 
Roman Empire (Reichsfneiherren), and be- 
long to one of the very oldest families. 
The late Baron was born at the baronial 
seat of his futher, at Augsberg, Bavaria. He 
received a liberal education at the Univesity of 
Heidelberg, and at an early age he entered the 
diplomatic service of his country. He first 
served as Secretary of Legation at Carlsruhe, 
and subsequently reached the rank of Ambassa- 
dor. At one time he was sent as Special Envoy 
to Ferdinand II., King of Naples, by his broth- 
er, to negotiate a settlement of family difficul- 
ties, 77 amoag other things the legiti- 
macy of — — son. ty ype — 
very extensively and spent a D 
his fortune in gratifying his taste for music and 
painting, and finally, about fifteen years ago, 
1e came to this country. He was highly es- 
teemed for his various attainments and social 
characteristics. Later he moved to Chicago, 
where he invested largely in land and mining 
interests, but was not successful in a pecuniary 
point of view. 

After coming to this city he feil in with Col. 
H. 8. Olcott, and became much interested in 
the Theosophical Society, of which Col. Olcott 
is the President. The Baron had always taken 
a deep interest in philosophical and scientific 
research, and the line of study — 4 by the 
projectors of the Theosophical Society aroused 
all his attention. He soon became a member of 
the society, and, just before his death, he was 
elected a member of its council. Being a man 
of about 70 years of age, his constitution had 
become impaired by his long and exciting life 
he was suddenly taken sick with a disease o 
the — 1 and died on the 20th of May, 1876. 
Feeling his end approaching, he sent for an at- 
torney, and executed a will leaving his entire 
yroperty to Col. Olcott, as he expressed it in 

is will, in gratitude for kindness.” It is not 
known how much pre erty be had in Europe, 
but in an old will found among his papers, 
dated twelve or fourteen years ago, he describes 
himself as the proprictor of the Castles of Old 
and New Wartensa, on Lake Constance, Switzer- 
land. As there is no other record of this prop- 
erty, it is possible that it passed out of his pos- 
session prior to his death. 

An autopsy of the body made immediately 
after death revealed the fact that he had been 
suffering for years with a complication of dis- 
eases of the vital organs, and it was regarded as 
a wonder that he had been able to exist as lo 
as he had. The remains were embalmed, an 
the funeral took place from the Masonic Tem- 
ple on Sunday, May 28, 1876, the room havin 
been grauted for that occasion by the Rev. O. 
Frothingham. 

A SINGULAR, DOCUMENT. 

The following are from among the documents 
left by the Baron von Palm at his decease. The 
original of the first is in Latin, and is the regular 
deed of investiture in the ightly Order of 
the Holy Sepulchre.

Crisis in the National Board of 
Underwriters. 


A Break in the Line of English 
Companies. 


Desperate Efforts Making to 
Avert It. 

what the Rupture Means---Ex- 
eitement in New York. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 20.—The long-expected crisis 
tn the affairs of the the National Board of Un- 
derwriters has arrived. The event, which it has 
peen time and again predicted would dissolve 
the organization, has happened, and the present 
condition of the Board is that of a drowning man 
catching at straws. How much longer it can 
live is one of those mysteries no fellow can find 
out, but it is safe to say that for all the 
practical, remedial, and restrictive purposes for 
which the Board has been famous during the 
last four years, it is played out. The import- 
ance of this event to the insurance interest 
ot the country is immense. Probably nothing 
since the Boston fire can exceed it in the effects 
upon rates and the business generally. Not- 
wi the fact that for the last year the 
companies outside have outnumbered those in- 
side of the Board, that organization practically 
fixed the rates for the entire country. There 
were nearly 1,800 Local Boards auxiliary 
to the central organization, obeying its 
bebests and carrying out its orders. 
These Local Boards averaged ten members 
apiece, consequently there were 18,000 
agents scattered from Maine to Texas, and from 
Florida to Oregon, receiving their orders from 
the National Board officers, Nu. 156 Broadway, 
in this city. The power of the central authority 
has been proved repeatedly, for wherever and 
whenever a contest has occurred between the 
National and Local Boards, the latter have in- 
variably succumbed. It was a complete mo- 
nopoly in the making of rates, and the country 
merchants in Illinois or Nebraska could scarcely 
effect a dollar's insurance without admitting 
the power of the National Board. The non- 
Board companies, it is true, were not bound by 
the Board rates, but they governed themselves 
by the tariff. Thus if the rate was 1 per cent in 
Board companies, the non-boarders took it at 
90 or even 80 cents, and by this process the 
Board rates were really the standard for all. 


There was no escape from the rule. 
‘WHAT BREAKS THE BOARD. 


The blow which has probably broken the back 
of the National Board came from an unexpected 
quarter. Some time ago, it will be remem- 
dered, readers were furnished with a state- 
ment of the virtual expulsion of the Royal” 


Insurance Company, owing to its failure to pay 
the required dues, which failure was occasioned 
by the fact that the representation of the Com- 
pany in this country is so divided that each 
agency claimed a vote. These proceedings oc- 
curred in September, and it seems they occa- 
sioned considerable comment in England. 
Whether correctly or not, the Company chose to 
regard it as a “snub,” and directed its Amer- 
ican general agents to use their own judg- 
ment. Most of them are still loyally de- 
voted to the Board rates, but it is as- 
serted that in some instances State agents 
ignored the rules and restrictions of the Local 
Boards in other matters. They construed their 
liberty as a license todo as they pleased, al- 
though adhering to the letter of the rates. This 
liberty placed the Com 1 
from that of the strictly Board companies. In 
the meantime charges of faithlessness began to 
be very common,—in fact have been very com- 
mon for over a year. The manager of an En- 
giish — Sate accustomed to say, For- 
merly we had large lines in certain districts; we 
lost them by sticking to the rates; the risks 
were somehow transferred to other Board offices, 
and we don’t believe they got our rate, because 
if the owners had paid full price we would have 
kept the risk.” This was a very ordinary ex-

vidently the Eng isn companies are particularly 
tired of it, for the North ritish and 
Mercantile joined with the Lancashire in giving 
the required notice of an early withdrawal from 
the Board.

WHAT THE OTHER ENGLISH COMPANIES SAY.

Buying Echoes. 
Mark Twain in the last Atiantie. 


Poor, sad-eyed stranger! There was that 
about his humble mien, his tired look, his de- 
cayed-gentility clothes, that almost reached the 
mustard-seed of charity that still remained, 
rémote and lonesome, in the empty vastness of 
my heart, notwithstanding I observed a portfolio 
under his arm,and said to myself, Behold, 
Providence hath delivered His servant into the 
hands of another canvasser. 

Well, these people always get one interested. 
Before I well knew how it came about, this one 
was telling me his history, and I was all atten- 
tion and sympathy.

uncle Ithuriel to a plane of sympathy with this 
exquisite employment. 

i wrote and told him of one gentleman’s vast 
collection of shells; another’s noble collection 
of meerschaum pipes; another’s elevating and 
refining collection of undecipherable autographs ; 
another’s priceless collection of old china; an- 
other’s enchanting collection of tage- 
stamps — and so forth and so on. Soon 
my letters yielded fruit. My un- 
cle began to look about for something to make 
a collection of. You may kpow, perhaps, how 
fleetly a taste like this dilates. His soon be- 
came a raging fever, though I knew it not. He 
began to neglect his great pork business; pres- 
ently he wholly retired, and turned an elegant 
leisure into a rabid search for curious things. 
His wealth was vast, and he spared it not. First 
he tried cow-bells. He made a collection which 
filled five large salons, and comprehended all 
the different sorts of cow-beils that ever had 
been contrived, save one. That one—an an- 
tique, and the only specimen extant—was pos- 
sessed by another coliector. My uncle offered 
enormous sums for it, but the geutleman would 
not sell. Doubtless you know what ‘necessarily 
resuited. A true collector attaches no value to 
a collection that is not complete. His sells his 
hoard, he turns his mind tosome field that 
seems unoccupied. 

Thus did my uncle He next tried 
brickbats. After piling up a vast and intensely 
interesting collection, the former difficulty su- 
pervened ; his great heart broke again; he sold 
out his soul’s idol to the retired brewer who

int hatchets and other implements of Primeval 
Man, but by and by discovered that the factory 
where they were uiade was supplying other col- 
lectors as well as himself. He tried Aztec in- 
scriptions and stuffed whales—aaother failure, 
after incredible labor and expense. When his 
collection seemed at last perfect, a stuffed whale 
arrived from Greenland and an Aztec inscrip- 
tion from the Cundurango regions of Central 
America that made all former specimens insig- 
nificant. My uncle hastened to secure these 
noble gems. He got the stuffed whale, but an- 
other collector got the inscription. A real 
Cundurango, as possibly you know, is a possess- 
ion of such supreme value that, when once a 
collector gets it, he will rather part with his 
family than with it. So my uncle sold out, and 
saw his darlings go forth, never more to return; 
and his coal-black hair turned white as snow in 
a single night. 

Now he waited, and thought. He knew an- 
other disappointment might kill him. He was 
resolved that he would choose things next time 
that no other man was collecting. He carefully 
made up his mind, and once more entered the 
field,—this time to make a colleetion of echoes. 

Ot what?’ said I. 

Echoes, sir. His first purchase was an echo in 
Georgia that repeated four times; his next was 
a six-repeater in Maryland; his next was a thir- 
teen-repeater in Maine; his next was a nine-re- 
peater in Kansas; his next was atwelve-repeater 
in Tennessee, which he got cheap, so to speak, 
because it was out of repair, a portion of the 
crag which refiected it having tumbled down. 
He belteved he could repair it at a cost of a few 
thousand dollars, and, by increasing the eleva- 
tion with masonry, treble the repeating capacity; 
but the architect who undertook the job had never 
built an echo before, and so he utterly spoiled 
this one. Before he meddled with it, it used to 
talk back like a mother-in-law, but now it was 
only fit for the deafand dumb asylum. Well, 
next he bought a lot of cheap little double-bar- 
reled echoes,’ scattered around over various 
States and Territories; he got them at 20 per 
cent off by taking the lot. Next he boughta 
perfect Gatling gun of an echo in Oregon, and it 
cost a fortune, I can tell you. You may know, 
sir, that in the echo market the scale of prices 
is cumulative, like the carat-scale in diamonds; 
in fact, the same phraseol is used. A single- 
carat echois worth but $10 over and above the 
value of the land it is on; a two-carat or double- 
barreled echo is worth $30; a-five-carat is worth

THE HILDEBRAND SUICIDE. 


Conclusion of the Inquest---What the Count 
Joannes Said. 
New York Herald, Nov. 19. 

Coroner Croker yesterday finished the in- 
quest in the case of William Hildebrand, who 
died on the 4thinst. As had been expected, 
George the Count Joannes was present, and 
closely contested every point in favor of his 
dead client, seeking to introduce testimony 
showing the cause of his client’s suicide to be 
the seduction of the latter’s wife by W. iam B. 


Ogden, of High Bridge. This testimony, the 
Count claimed, formed part and parcel of the 
causes leading to his elient's death, and which 
he maintained it was the prerogative of the 
Coroner to investigate. 

The Count Joannes produced a letter, the last 
the deceased ever wrote, showing the presence of 
the deceased at court op a certain occasion. The 
letter was objected to by Counselor Niles and 
ruled out by Coroner Croker. 

A lively “‘spurt’’ was nere indulged in be- 
tween the two counselors. When Mr. Niles 
objected to the reading of the letter George the 
Count Joannes turned u him and with crusb- 
ing emphasis said: ‘‘ Uniess you assume, sir, 
that William B. Ogden is here charged with the 
murder of William Hildebrand you can’t be 
here as counsel te represent him.“ Mr. Niles 
here wished to read the letter presented, but 
the Count 5 said: Na would not 
make a very good historian, ; your memory 
is very deiicient.”. Mr. Niles replied: “ Your 
memory must also be very deficient or you 
would not be boasting. Ihave beaten you five 
times in these cases. 

The Count—No, sir; no sir. This is the first 
action for crim. con. This action goes to show 
the adultery that was committed for two and a 
half years unknown to the poor husband more 
than twenty years ago. 

Coroner Croker said: It is evident that the 
deceased committed suicide. Now I wish to 
understand whether he was out of his mind or 
not. 

The Count Joannes—Do you intend to exclude 
other evidence pointing out the cause of the 
suicide, evidence that is most important, going 
to show renewed adultery on the part of Mr. 
Ogden with my client’s wife, this renewed adul- 
tery being the motive in the man’s mind driving 
him to insanity ! 

Coroner Croker—That has nothing to do with 
this case at all. ; 

The Count Joanies—I beg leave to differ 
with the honorable Court. If aman is driven 
to ineanity by the action of a third party that is 
a probable cause. 

George the Count Joanness was sworn in as a 
witness. 

Coroner Croker—What is your name? 

The Count — George—Count—J caunes ; 
thirty years that bas been my name. 

Counselor Nilee—Was that the name he was 
christened under? 

The Count—Now, Mr. Niles, don’t let your 
questions lead you back to Egypt, where your 
name came from. 

To the Court—I reside at the Park House, on 
Park row; I first became acquainted with the de- 
ceascd, William Hildebrand, in the first weck in 
July, 1871; he retained me in a certain action 
then pending; i last saw him alive in court on 
the first Mond y of October, and then four days 
after that. 

The Coroner—Do vou know what was the 
cause of the man’s death? 

The Count—I answer and believe that accu- 
mulated wrongs created an insanity, and in that 
he killed himself; in my presence within the 
last five years he has threatened six times to 
kill himself, and as many times to kill Ogden; 
at the time when he discovered the renewed 
adultery 1 prevented him by maiu force from 
committing suicide. He had that very pistol 
with him, and showed it; then the man’s mind 
was relieved becanse he saw vitality in the suit; 
on the last day I saw him the man was de- 

essed, and I rallied him as usual, and he went 
— a joyful; once Hildebrand said, “I 
think I shall have to go out and kill Ogden,” I 
suid, IT you repeat that threat I will have you 
arrested.’ 

Counselor Niles—Do you state that under 
oath? 

The Count—I do. 

Coroner Croker—Do you know anything per- 
sonally about Ogden and Hildebrand’s relations 
in the case! 

The Count—No, I don’t suppose that Ogden 
was such a fool as to let any third man see his 
adulteries with my client’s wife. I will now 
submit the wife’s confession to her numerous 
adulteries with Ogden, and the whole narrative 
of over twenty-five — 21 more especially 
containing the history of renewed adultery 
in Chicago on Oct. 6, 1870.

At the opening of the Italian Parliament 
yesterday, King Victron ENAaxuxl., in his

We print this morning a card from Mr.

It seems that the process called bull- 
dozing” in Louisiana is something so novel, 
ingenious, and horrible as to entirely war- 
rant the adoption of a new and ugly-sound- 
ing combination of letters to expressit. The 
use of this political engine has been nearly 
coextensive with the limits of the State. 
The naturally-credulous negro was lured into 
a secret lodge of Democrats under promise 
of ample protection. Once entered, the 
dazed darkey was surrounded and mystified, 
by what rude diabolism and bizarrerie could 
be conjured together, toa degree sufficient 
to render him entirely passive, while an 
oath (in octosyllabic words) that he would 
support Torx was administered, and a 
threat (in exceedingly plain diction) of the 
most terrific torture was held out in case of 
his possible perfidy. The applicant for 
membership was then promised the fullest 
immunity in attending Republican meetings, 
but at the same time was carefully made to 
understand the nature of the oath he had 
taken. It will be remembered that nearly 
every Republican meeting held in the bull- 
dozed regions was attended by a cohort of 
drilled and disciplined men, who marched 
with appalling solemnity into the places 
where the speakers were to be heard, and 
ominously listened to everything which was 
said, very rarely offering any violence, yet 
occasionally informing the orator, in a pon- 
derous manner, that he lied. This was for 
the purpose of protecting the large numbers 
of negroes who had secretly been initiated 
into their sacred rites, and the conscientious 
performance of this peculiar duty, together 
with the brutal yet industrious flogging of 
every unfortunate colored member” who 
failed to attend their midnight conclaves, 
threw such a ghastly light upon politics in 
that region that, where the blacks did not 
follow the ex-slave-drivers’ prescription and 
vote for reform, they incontinently took to 
the swamps, and tremblingly awaited the 
wreck of matter and the crush of worlds 
which was to follow their awful treachery. 


HAYES AND TILDEN. 
It has not yet been definitely determined 


whether Harms or Tur has secured a ma- 
jority of the Electoral College, and pending 
this decision it may not be out of place to 
contrast the characters of the two men as 
illustrated by their conduct in the campaign. 

Gov. Hares was not personally a seeker of 
the office. When he left the office of Gov- 
ernor of Ohio in 1871, he retired, as he sup- 
posed, from politics forever. He had not 
at any time been a politician. He had been 
elected to Congress while in the army, and, 
had not peace taken place, would not have 
claimed the office. In 1867 he was elected 
Governor while in Congress, defeating Judge 
Tnunuax, and in 1869 was again elected 
Governor, defeating PWDLTrox. In both 
cases the nomination was forced upon him. 
In 1873 the Democrats elected ALLEN over 
Noyes, and in 1875, when the Republican 
Convention had to select a candidate 
to compete with Alm, Gov. Haygs, 
against his refusal and against his rec- 
ommendation of another, was made the 
candidate. His bearing in that contest 
—the most animated that had ever taken 
place in Ohio—won the applause and respect 
of the country. His irreproachable charac- 
ter, and the rectitude of his political princi- 
ples, made him conspicuous among the pub- 
lic men of the country. As the State of 
Ohio had a large Electoral vote, and was one 
of the States voting in October, it was essen- 
tial to the success of the Republican party 
that the Cincinnati Convention should name 
a candidate who could certainly secure the 
vote of Ohio. Gov. Haves being otherwise 
wholly unobjectionable and creditably known 
to the country, was selected at Cincinnati, 
his nomination being also a recognition and 
a declaration in favor of reform in the ad- 
ministration of the Government. During all 
these events leading to his nomination Gov. 
Hayes in no manner said or did anything to 
promote his own interests or to o>tain the 
nomination. Never was such an honor con- 
ferred upon a man less selfish or less ambi- 
tious for the designation. 

His letter of acceptance was a model of 
dignity and manliness. It lifted the cam- 
paign, so far as he was concerned, out of the 
drivel and seandal of personal detraction, 
and placed it upon the great political issues 
between the two parties, and especially upon 
the question of correcting the wide-spread 
evils of the corrupted civil-service system. 
His frank declaration that if elected he 
should, in order to be free and independent 
in Office, decline a re-election, gave to the 
country the assurance that he was earnestly 
enlisted in the reform which he commended. 
During the campaign, beginning in the 
month of June and which is not yet decided, 
he has borne himself with the same calm 
dignity, courtesy, independence, and manli- 
ness for which he has been distinguished 
through life. He has taken no active part 
in the campaign. He contributed no money, 
bought no opposition, prepared no docu- 
ments, made no speeches, made no personal 
appeals for votes, interfered in no State 
nominations, nor in any other way sought to 
obtain support or votes that were not volun- 
tarily given to him upon his personal and 
political record. 

How has it been with Mr. Tr.prn? A year 
and a half before the nominations for Presi- 
dent Mr. In engaged personally in the 
intrigue for his nomination. He made his 
power as Governor of New York an instru- 
ment for his own advancement. His loudly- 
heralded canal reforms and canal prosecu- 
tions were mere agencies to silence opposi- 
tion against him in his own State. He had 
his emissaries scattered all over the land, 
telling the story that no Democrat could be 
elected without the vote of New York, and 
no Democrat could carry New York except 
Tron. His agents attended every Demo- 
cratic State Convention to push delegates in 
his interest. His followers and dependents 
carried the New York delegation, and before 
the lavish expenditure of his money at St. 
Louis the Solid South yielded to his em- 
brace. Through his lieutenants he ma- 
nipulated that Convention, and over- 
whelmed all his rivals. It was at his 
personal direction that Hernpricxs was 
nominated as his associate, and at his per- 
sonal solicitation that Hznpricks accepted 
the nomination. He at once took personal 
charge of the campaign. His agents can- 
vassed New York, and had the names of all 
voters entered in a book by precincts. He 
established a literary and printing bureau, 
with 165 persons employed in preparing doc- 
uments, pamphlets, statements, and appeals, 
and these papers he had placed in the hands 
of these voters. His literary bureau worked 
incessantly. ‘The Democratic press of the 


hications were prepared for special effect in 
the neighborhoods where published. His 
money was omnipresent,—in Indiana, Ohio, 
and Illinois, as well as in Connecticut and 
New Jersey. Mr. Trupen personally super- 
intended everything. He wrote his own 
platform. He directed the House of Repre- 
sentatives to pass the bill repealing the Re- 
sumption law. He dictated all the letters 
and addresses issued by Mr. Hxwrrr and the 
National Committee. He interfered and dic- 
tated the nominations for Congress, and 
everywhere and at all hours he actively 
managed and directed the campaign. 

It should be remembered that, whether 
elected or defeated, Mr. Tom is the first 
candidate for the Presidency who has ever 
adopted such means to elect himself. To 
the honor of all his predecessors, candidates 
and Presidents, let it be said, they never re- 
sorted to any such means either to be nomi- 
nated or elected. No Whig, Democrat, or 
Republican has ever demeaned himself for 
the purpose of being elected President of 
the United States. Not one of them, no 
matter how ambitious, has ever betrayed the 
unseemly and indecorous, and we may say 
indecent, anxiety to be elected that has mark- 
ed Mr. Trzpen’s conduct both before and 
since his nomination. Though Governor of 
New York, he has spent nearly his whole 
time in New York City, managing, with the 
activity of a ward leader, the details of all 
the operations in his behalf. He has work- 
ed personally, night and day, at headquar- 
ters, now hiring torchlight processions and 
making speeches to them at midnight; now 
consulting and directing as to who should be 
Mayor, and Sheriff, and how the offices 
should be divided between the factions of 
the New York mob; even on election-day 
ostentatiously voting ‘‘ the whole ticket,” 
and keeping open house near the polls of 
his precinct. If elected, the precedent of 
his success will have done more to lower the 
dignity and character of the office, and the 
means by which candidates may secure it, 
than all that has been done in the history of 
the Union. 


THE COUNTY VOTE WILL BE COUNTED. 
There is but one sentence of immediate in- 


terest to the citizens of Cook County in the 
long-winded opinion given by the local Can- 
vassing Board with the tiresome verbosity of 
a Supreme Court Judge,—and that is the 
conclusion that ‘‘the Board will proceed to 
canvass the remainder of the returns as they 
were received.” That is to say, Messrs. 
Lies, Hares, and Hamm. have concluded 
not to assume the responsibility of throwing 
out twenty-one election precincts in this 
county on account of the negligence of ig- 
norant Democratic election judges, or the 
design of corrupt Democratic election judges, 
which would have inducted into office men 
who had been defeated at the polls. The 
temporary flurry, therefore, is over, and the 
voters of Cook County may enjoy the satis- 
faction of knowing that they are not to be 
swindled out of their choice as it was fairly 
and definitely expressed at the polls. 

That there was for a time a disposition on 
the part of the local Canvassing Board to re- 
ject twenty-one Republican districts is evi- 
dent not merely from the hesitation of the 
Board and the long arguments they thought 
proper to listen to, but also the drift of the 
opinion they have given with all the preten- 
sion of a court of law. The entire drift of 
this opinion is to the effect that it was within 
their power, and probably their duty, to re- 
ject the precincts in which the judges had 
failed to return the tally-sheets. They hold 
that the law requires the judges to make out 
these tally-lists and to return them to the 
County Clerk, which is all true enough, 
and that the decision of the Supreme 
Court requiring them to certify’ the 
return if the return is upon the 
face of it in the form of the 
law” really constitutes them the judges 
whether it is in the form of the law or not. 
Their opinion is that the returns from twen- 
ty-one precincts were not in the form of 
the law,” but they have decided to canvass 
all the same, because no official complaints 
of election-frauds have been made, and con- 
sequently it must be presumed that a fair 
election was held.” The conclusion is ex- 
ceedingly sensible, though we are not pre- 
pared to admit that the Board has the re- 
served discretionary power which it claims, 
and which might at any time be employed to 
defeat the will of the people. 

To prevent the recurrence of the minor 
irregularities in making up the returns two 
reforms are necessary. One of these is that 
there should be provided a large number of 
election or polling districts, no one of which 
should include over 500 voters, and the size 
of which might be reduced still more with 
advantage. The other is that the Demo- 
cratic Board of County Commissioners shall 
select more competent men to act as election 
judges, and exact rather intelligence and 
character as qualifications than blind fealty 
to Democratic interests. If these two reforms 
shall be made (and we think it will be evi- 
dence of a desire to swindle the voters if 
they be not made), the local Canvassing 
Board will not be called upon in the future 
to pass upon its own powers as @ digcretion- 
ary tribunal. 

RUSSIA’S POSITION. 

The London Spectator, in a recent article 
upon the Turko-Servian armistice, makes « 
very strong argument upon the position, 
which has already been taken m Tue TRIER. 
xx, that a war between Russia and Turkey 
is inevitable. The Spectator shows that the 
recent battle of Djunis was not so much a 
defeat of Servia as it was of Russia, and 
compelled the Russian Court to demand an 
immediate armistice. The slaughter of Rus- 
sian soldiers produced such intense excite- 
ment among the people and in the army that 
they were ready to demand immediate war, 
and the Government could not withstand 
the pressure. The demand was made. An 
armistice must be made within forty-eight 
hours or the Russian Embassy would quit 
Constantinople. The Porte yielded to the 
menace and granted the armistice. 

That this armistice does not mean peace or 
anything like peace, the warlike speech of 
the Ozar, delivered in the very midst of pend- 
ing negotiations in answer to BeaconsFIELpD’s 
bombast, clearly enough shows. There is 
nothing in the situation now different from 
what it was when the London and Berlin 
propositions were made to warrant any hope 
of a peace. The sympathies of the Russian 
people for the Sclaves are just as strong now 
as they were then—even stronger, now that 
Russians have fallen victims. The sympa- 
thy, however, has brought no protection to 
the Sclaves, and the Bulgarian atrocities re- 
main unavenged. As the Spectator says : 

She has mot secured decent treatment in future 
for the Bosnians and Herzegovinians, or the Ar- 
menians, who are her especial proteges ; but has 
yet only provoked their masters into regarding 
them as traitors, who ought in political expediency 
to be savagely ground down. She has not even 
succeeded in protecting Servia. The Turks have 
defeated that State, in spite of the Russian volun- 
teers, and are able, but for the armistice, to march 
directly on Belgrade, and give up the Servians 


less spoil could be obtained. Russia, in fact, has 
been beaten, and beaten by Mohammedans, both in 
diplomacy and in the field; her representations 
have been treated with scorn, and her troops have 
been slaughtered without either victory or ven- 
geance. 

What can diplomacy effect beyond what it 
has already demanded and failed to secure? 
One of two things is certain—either Russia 
must acknowledge herself defeated by the 
Turk, both in diplomacy and on the field, or 
she must demand autonomy for Bulgaria, 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, and Montenegro,—in 
fact, their absolute independence. That 
Russia will adopt the first of these alterna- 
tives is absurd. For twenty years she has 
been preparing to make good the Crimean 
losses and avenge herself for the humiliation 
placed upon her by England and France. It 
is not likely that she will succumb to the 
Sick Man when she knows that there is not 
a Power in Continental Europe that will in- 
terfere with her policy. She has already 
laid down her ultimatum to the forthcoming 
Conference, and the Czar himself has publicly 
announced that he shall go behind the Treaty 
of Paris and act independently if it is not 
accepted. There are good reasons for believing 
that the Turks will not accept it. First, they 
are in the very flush of victory, having com- 
pletely overwhelmed the Servians and vir- 
tually defeated the Russians at Djunis. 
Second, they know that the English Ambas- 
sador at Constantinople is their friend, and 
they count upon the English jealousy of 
Russia and the friendship of the English 
Government, notwithstanding the unfriendly 
criticisms of their policy in the English 
press. They also know that Austria is 
equally jealous of Russian influence, and 
that Germany’s neutrality is not based so 
much upon friendship for Russia as upon 
fear of a French alliance with her. Third, 
and strongest reason of all, the granting of 
autonomy for the Sclavic provinces would 
place Christians and Mohammedans upon 
the same footing, the end of which must be 
the elevation of the Christians and the foun- 
dation of a Pan-Sclavonic Empire. Com- 
menting upon the armistice, the Spectator 
says: 

— will, we believe, spend the two months in 
arming, and the armistice will only be a prepara- 
tion for a more serious and deadly struggle, to 
commence with the New Year. Her armies will 
then be in position and her squadrons in the Medi- 
terranean, while Greece will be as ready as she 
can be made to bear a part she has hitherto 
avoided. 

The Spectator’s prophecy is already ful- 
filled. Russia has commenced her war prep- 
arations upon a colossal scale. An immense 
army has been mobilized. Her fleet has 
been put in order, The railroads have been 
seized by the Government. The export of 
horses has been stopped. Russian officers 
have been ordered home, and that ultimate 
measure of a Power intending to make war 
has been adopted,—the State Bank of St. 
Petersburg having announced that it is 
authorized by an Imperial ukase to receive 
subscriptions for an issue of a war loan of 
100,000,000 roubles. That all these warlike 
steps should have been taken merely to in- 
fluence diplomacy in her favor by a gigantic 
game of bluff seems too improbable to be- 
lieve. If Russia is not going to make war, 
her preparations are unintelligible. 


THE DIFFERENGE BETWEEN THE TWO 
PARTIES 


The pending uncertainty as to the issue of 
the Presidential vote has one, and we think 
but one, compensation. It has exerted an 
unfortunate depression on business, it has 
aroused partisan passions, it has engendered 
forebodings of future danger, it has become 
an intolerable nuisance to those who take no 
higher interest in the result, and the only 
mitigation of what would otherwise be an 
unalloyed misfortune is that it has demon- 
strated again that the genuine patriotism of 
the country is mostly included in the Repub- 
lican party. That this is true is evident 
from the fact that all the brow-beating, all 
the threats, all the bluster, all the prophe- 
cies of civil war, and all the demonstrations 
of violence have been on the Democratic 
side, while nearly all the forbearance, all the 
moderation, all the patience, and all the wise 
counsels have been on the Republican side. 
During the entire controversy over States 
where the vote has not yet been canvassed, 
the Republican press have been a unit, 
as far as we have been able to observe, 
in placing country before party, and 
in declaring a willingness to accept the re- 
sult as it may be determined accord.ng to 
the forms of law. The Democratic press, on 
the other hand, represented by such con- 
spicuous organs as the New York Express, 
Cincinnati Hnguirer, St. Louis Times, and 
Chicago Times, have shown a disposition to 
place party higher than country, have as- 
sumed TrupeEn to be elected before the result 
can be known to anybody, and have freely 
threatened resistance to the inauguration cf 
Gov. Hayes in case the final canvass shall 
show him to have a majority in the Elsctoral 
College. Every ‘careful observer of the 
events of the past two weeks will bear us 
out in drawing this marked distinction be- 
tween the two parties. 

The immediate issue involved, and that 
which has provoked the bad passions of the 
Democratic partisans, is whether the offices 
shall remain in the hands of the party that 
now control them, or pass into the hands of 
the Democrats, who have been hankering 
after them these sixteen years. We do 
not say that the final determination of the 
victory will have no more important result 
than this, but we do say that this is the bone 
of contention over which the politicians are 
struggling, and which has brought out all 
the snarling, barking, and biting. If Mr. 
Tro shall become President, the Demo- 
cratic office-seckers (or a small portion of 
them) will get place, the Democratic gam- 
blers will win their money, and the Demo- 
cratic legislators will assume responsibilities 
with which they have not been burdened for 
many years. If Mr. Hayes shall become 
President, the offices will remain largely in 
the hands of the present trained officials, the 
men who have bet their money on Republic- 
an success will pocket their gains, and the 
Republican legislators will continue to make 
the lawsand direct the policy of administering 
the Government, bound by the pledges of im- 
provement that were so conspicuous a feature 
of the recent campaign. Now, there is 
nothing in this situation which has suggested 
to the Republicans a possible provocation 
for civil war and a renewal of the 
and devastation of the struggle the South 
brought upon the country. There has been 
no intimation on the part of any respectable 
Republican newspaper, or any responsible 
spokesman for the Republican party, that 
there will be the slightest resistance by word 
or deed in case the Democratic candidate be 
declared elected according to the forms of 
law. The Republicans do not think enough 
of the offices to fight for them, and as to the 
future of the country they believe that law 
and order are a thousand times preferable 
under the rule of political opponents than 
civil war under any circumstances. Not so 
the Democrats. The spoils—peaceably if 


be the motto they have \adopted, and their 
menaces are directed against all conditions 
of things except the inauguration of their 
candidate and the possession of the offices. 
This is the Democratic notion of patriotism. 

This difference between the two parties is 
the more notable because all the provocation 
for a rebellious spirit has been furnished by 
the Democrats apd suffered by the Repub- 
licans. It is notorious that Mississippi and 
Alabama would have cast their vote for 
Hayes if it had not been for the policy of 
intimidation and violence inaugurated by the 
ex-Confederates two yearsago and main- 
tained to the end. South Carolina has been 
barely rescued from a later application of the 
same policy, If Louisiana shall prove to 
have gone Democratic, it will be owing to the 
same outrageous system of ‘‘ bulldozing” which 
could reduce a Republican vote of 1,743 in a 
single county down to three. The acquies- 
cence of the Republicans in the election of 
Torx will be the submission of the intelli- 
gent and peaceable masses of the North to 
the roughs of the large cities and the threats 
and violence of the ex-Rebels. If either 
party had a right to threaten resistance in 
case of the other’s success (which neither 
has a right to do), it is the Republican party, 
and yet there has not been a word to indi- 
cate anything else than a quiet and ready 
acquiescence in case TD shall have a 
majority of the Electoral votes. All the 
Republicans have demanded is that the votes 
shall be counted as the law provides, and 
they will submit to the frauds by which e 
large part of those votes have been acquit... 
The Republican President stands 1 / to 
protect the Government for the in-:. guration 
of him who shall thus be entit’>. to the suc- 
cessorship. If it be Trupr>:, were will be no 
offer or show of resistanc., no disposition to 
resist, by the Republicans. If it be Hayzs, 
the Democratic newspapers have more than 
hinted there will be resistance, and have cer- 
tainly done all they could to create a rebell- 
ious spirit among the men of their party. 
The recollection of this difference between 
the two parties will assist patriotic citizens 
in determining their political affiliations in 
the future, for the great mass of the people 
hold the peace and welfare of the country as 
immeasurably superior to the success or life 
of any party. 

THE LATEST IMPROVEMENT IN DEATE- 
„ DEALING MACHINERY. 

The two problems that now largely occupy 
the attention of the Great Powers are first 
to secure an iron-clad that will be proof 
against any artillery, and second, to secure 
the artillery to sink any vessel that can be 
put afloat, no matter what the strength of 
her armor. These have been the problems 
since the Monitor-Merrimac fact which de- 
veloped them, and set human ingenuity in 
every land at work with redoubled industry 
to invent more destructive agencies for 
destroying human life, which at last but 
imply the shortening and narrowing of the 
horrors of war to the least possible compass. 
So each improvement in ship’s armor has 
been followed by a corresponding increase 
in the calibre and range of guns, and increase 
in the weight of the projectile, the force 
with which it is discharged, and its power of 
penetrating steel plates, until now the whole 
question of naval warfare seems to have been 
reduced toa mere problem in mechanics— 
to have become a matter of machinery with 
which courage, and endurance, and fighting 
discipline have next to nothing to do. 

In the latest of the great iron-clads, the 
Duilio, built for the Italian Government, the 
English engineers have sought to master the 
first problem, the construction of an invul- 
nerable armor. On the Duilio this is of 
steel, twenty-two inches in thickness, and 
set upon the strongest backing, making her 
the most formidable craft ever set afloat. 
For her armament the other problem was 
considered, to-wit: the construction of a gun 
that would penetrate even such armor as 
hers, since the successful launching of the 
Duilio establishes that the construction of 
similar craft 1s possible, and that it is such 
that provision must be made for defense 
against and attack upon. The tests made at 
Spezia a few days since establish that the 
gunis equal to the service required of it. 
The gun is the greatest ever cast and weld- 
ed, weighing one hundred tons, and has al- 
ready been described in these columns. It 
was charged with 340 pounds of powder, 
being the largest charge ever fired, 
and, loaded with a one-ton ball, 
was discharged at a section of steel 
plating similar to that of the Duilio, 
being of steel, twenty-two inchesin thick- 
ness. The effects of the shot were tre- 
mendous. The steel plate was, as described 
by the London Times, literally dashed to 
pieces.” The angle irons, precisely similar 
to those of the Duilio, were torn away; the 
bolts were driven in or started ; and, though 
the shot was itself shattered in passing 
through the armor and did not wholly pene- 
trate the wood and iron backing, the result 
was to demonstrate that the Duilio could 
easily be sent to the bottom by precisely 
such a gun as that manufactured for her 
armament. What makes this demonstration 
the more emphatic is, that there is little or 
no doubt but that the quality of projectile 
itself can be so tempered that it would cut 
like a die through the twenty-two-inch steel 
armor, and, instead of being shattered, pene- 
trate also the backing. Another effect of 
the shot was no less significant. It was that 
the force of the concussion, which is esti- 
mated as equal to thirty thousand tons 
weight, started the rivets 80 that 
the broken armor plates hung in 
mere shreds to the backing. Such shots 


would knock the armor off a craft such as 


the Duilio in very short order, and as yet no 
system of riveting has been invented that 
would withstand the tremendous rebound 
following the stroke of such a shot. 

Of course further inventionsin the con- 
struction of steel-plated vessels will now be 
attempted, and again the problem may be 


transformed into that of discovering the gun 


that can break the improved armor. But 
thus far every addition to the armor has 
been atthe expense of sea-going qualities, 
and even such floating fortresses as the Dui- 
lio, available only for harbor defense, are so 
overweighted with metal as to be unwieldy 
and liable in a moment to go to the bottom. 
The problem, therefore, at last may recur to 
that of the construction of wooden ships 
fleet enough to run past such craft as the 
Duilio, and which, if pierced even by such 
projectiles as the one-ton shot, might yet be 
kept afloat by contrivances such as would be 
wholly unavailing in case of an iron or steel 
clad.

THE EAST INDIAN HORROR. 

The details of the cyclone, with its accom- 
panying tidal-wave, which recently ravaged 
the coast of India, are almost too horrible 
for belief. No such slaughter of human life 
by the elements has ever before been record- 
ed. In one night, and in the twinkling of 
an eye, 300,000 human beings were swept 
out of existence. The localities which were 
ravaged appear to have been three large 
islands,—Hattiah, Sundeep, and Dakhan 
Shahabozhare, some smaller islands, and a 
portion of the main land in or near the estu- 
ary of the River Megus, on the southern 
shore of India, the submerged territory con- 
taining about 340,000 people, of whom 300,- 
000 were drowned. The coast at this point 
is entirely flat and low, bearing the 
same relation to the ocean that our 
prairies do to the lake. The land 
‘ys cultivated for rice and cotton like 
other bottom lands, is penetrated by bayous 
and rivers, and stretches back upon a perfect 
level to the mountain ranges. The monsoons 
set in about the middle of October, and this 
year have blown with terrific violence. On 
the night of Oct. 31 no danger was 
feared, although the storm was raging with 
great severity, but one hour later a huge 
wave twenty feet in height and miles in 
length, followed by smaller rollers, came 
tearing in from the sea with the swiftness of 
a race-horse. Every human being who could 
not escape to the tops of the trees was 
drowned. The houses, which are low one- 
story structures, were smashed like eggshells 
and swept away. Cattle and all other animals 
were drowned. Nothing was left that the 
huge tidal-wave struck, except trees here 
and there. One may form some conception 
of the awful scene by imagining some ter- 
rible whirlwind lifting up a wave on Lake | 
Michigan twenty feet high, stretching from 
the north to the south limit of the city, and 
in an instant of time engulfing Chicago and 
drowning over two-thirds of its people, a 
calamity compared with which our fiery 
visitation would appear insignificant. It 
adds to the terror of the event that the 
stench from the putrefying bodies has de- 
developed cholera among the survivors, and 
that famine has also added its ravages to in- 
crease the fearful and pitiable condition of 
these people. In all the world’s record of 
horror, in all the ravages of fire, earthquake, 
or even the bloodiest wars, it is hardly possi- 
ble to recall anything surpassing this Indian 
horror. 


THE SILVER QUESTION. 

We have given in a previous article, in an- 
swer to one of a list of interrogatories sub- 
mitted by the United States Monetary Com- 
mission, our reasons for believing that world- 
wide disaster would follow the entire aban- 
donment of silver as unlimited legal-tender 
in all the countries of Europe and America. 
Another point mooted by the Monetary Com- 
mission in its cireular 1s the following: 

If the United States should establish the double 
standard, do you think it would have the effect 
of confirming France, Italy, Belgium, and the 
other nations of the Latin Union, Austria, Russia, 
Holland, Mexico, Asia, and South America, in 
their present policy of employing silver as an un- 
limited legal-tender? 


By the establishment of the double stand- 
ard is meant, of course, the re-establishment of 
the silver dollar in our monetary system 
from which it was displaced by the act of 
Feb. 12, 1873. Our currency, after the re- 
sumption of specie-payments, would then 
resemble that of France. Gold and silver 
would circulate side by side, coined at their 
relative value of 154 to 1. Either might be 


piece is the standard, but the two metals 
circulate together. In this country the 
silver dollar wag the standard, but gold al- 
ways circulated freely. There can be no 
doubt as to the proper answer to the ques- 
tion quoted above. The establishment of the 
double standard by the United States would 
no doubt permanently confirm the Latin 
Union and the other States named in the use 
of silver. It would at least offset and rectify 
the disturbing influence of the establishment 
of the single standard by Germany. The 
demonetization of silver by the latter has 
had the most marked effect on the members 
of the Latin Union. 

The representatives of the nations that 
compose it—France, Belgium; Switzerland, 
Italy, and Greece—have even gone so far as 
to debate the advisability of following Ger- 
many in the abandonment of silver legal- 
tender. M. Parzen, one of the French dele- 
gates, proposed this step, and was 
supported by two delegates from Switzer- 
land. He was outvoted, but succeeded in 
having the amount of silver to be coined by 
each State limited in amount, and in having 
the aggregrate coinage for 1876 reduced to 
110,000,000 frances, or 50,000,000 less than 
that of 1875. This retreating policy of the 
Latin Union was inspired solely by the silver 
demonetization of Germany. Silver remone- 
tization by the United States would give new 
credit to silver money. It would introduce 


market. There are political economists of 
good standing who hold that the value of 
gold and silver is sustained by the Govern- 
mental demand for these metals. Cxunxus- 
ont, the celebrated French advocate of the 
double standard, does not hesitate in his work 
on bimetallism to maintain that the present 
value of gold and silver is the creation of 
law, and that all that is needed to make their 
relative value of 15} to 1 perpetual, is, that 
the leading nations shall unite in coining 
them on that basis. However that may be 
it is self-evident that the silver market, 
already rapidly recovering from its recent 
extreme depression, would be greatly stimu- 
lated by a demand from the United States 
for three hundred millions or more. There is, 
indeed, danger that prices would rise so 
rapidly that our subsidiary silver coin would 
reach a premium and be exported. In that 
case, we should be left without change, and 
be compelled to use the disagreeable substi- 
tutes employed in the early years of the 
War. In re-establishing the silver dollar, 
the Government should make coinage free. 
This, for the same reason that the Govern.

was therefore a financial injury to the 
West, including this city. We do not 
so regard the case, even if the 
facts be as stated. Thatin the great mass 
of persons visiting the Centennial there 
should have been merchants, who thus while 
at the East should purchase stocks of goods, 
is nothing more than natural. But such an 
event argues nothing against the stability of 
the trade of Chicago. Trade does not de- 
pend upon the visitations of a circus. Men 
who can deal at the East on better terms 
than in Chicago will go there, Exposition or 
no Exposition; and while many may have 
purchased stocks of goods while on their 
pleasure tour this season, the question for 
them and for all others, after all, comes back 
to whether they can purchase there or here 
on better terms. The fact of making pur- 


chases this season at the East will lead to an 


elucidation of this point, and the trade will 
follow the decision whichever way it may 
be. It may be that Chicago lost the sale of 
some millions of dollars’ worth of goods in 
1876 which would have come here had there 
been no national holiday at Philadelphia ; 
but if it shall turn out that all such sales 
might have taken place. here to the better 
advantage of the purchasers, that fact will 
readily appear to them in time, and in the 
end make these purchasers permanent deal- 
ers here.

Hc has lately written a most interesting and im- 
portant letter to a provincial newspaper in En- 
gland, maintaining that within the last twenty 
years the progress of Spain has been steady and re- 
merkable. Every Carlist rebellion since 1827 has 
turned upon religion, and every revolution torn 
away some power and wealth from the Church. In 
1830, the Inquisition was abolished by a revolu- 
tion. In 1835, the convents were pillaged and 
1,300 convents were taken possession of by the 
Government.

i? REFORMS DEMANDED... | 

The correspondent of the Times says Russia 
has communicated to the Powers the 
demands for reforms, which Gen. 
Ignatieff has been instructed to pre- 
sent at the conference. They correspond pretty 
closely to those last published in the Political 
C It is reassuring that Russia, 
when making this communication, did not men- 
tion the necessity of the foreign occupation of 
the insurgent provinces of Turkey. It is, 
nevertheless certain that the conviction prevails 
in Russia that occupation is the only possible 
way to effect the disarmament of the Mahome- 
tan population. It seems that Gen. Schouvaloif 
has expressed this conviction in London, and 
suggested that France might, as in the case of 
Syria, be commissioned to occupy the prov- 
inces if necessary. The French Government, 
however, declined. 

Representatives of the Porte abroad have 
been instructed to make known its resolution 
that the Sultan neither could nor would in any 
circumstances consent to the occupation of the 
Turkish * even by the most friendly 
Power. 

" UNFOUNDED. 

The Nm dispatch from Berlin pronounces 
unfounded the rumor of the impending mobil- 
ization of two German army-corps. 

RUSSIAN MILITARY PREPARATIONS. 

The Time’ Vienna dispatch explains that 
there are two centres of military preparations 
in Southern Rugsia. Kisheneff is the headquar- 
ters of the operating army, while at Odessa 
120,000 men are being collected under Gen. 
Totleben, who is charged with the defense of 
the Black Sea coast. It is doubtful whether 
this force is included inthe six corps whose 
mobilization has aiready been ordered. 
The impression on the spot seems 
to de that mobilization is really 
going on on a larger scale than has been official- 
ly announced, and that in reality more than six 
army corps are actually being mobilized, while 
necessary preparations are being made 
for mobilization at a moment’s notice on a 
still larger scale. This seems but natural. A 
conscription of Bessarabia has already 
collected 10,000 horses. Large pon- 
toon trains, suitable for crossing the 
Danube, are arriving in Bessarabia, and 
being sent on to the Pruth. Simultaneously with 
these preparations efforts are kept up to excite 
natiofial enthusiasm, and Russian journals are 
daily permitted by press censors to print long 
warlike articles. 

THE ENGLISH ARSENALS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—Careful official contradic- 
tions are published of reports of activity at the 
Woolwich Arsenalin connection with Turkish 
complications. The increased demand for 
cartridges is solely in consequence of the adop- 
tion of the Martini-Henry rifle in the Indian 
army. 

THE CONFERENCE. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, who was appointed 
a special Ambassador to act with Sir Henry El- 
liott as the English Plenipotentiary at the com- 
ing Conference, left to-day, with his family and 
suite, for Constantinople. He will stop at Paris, 
Berlin, and Vienna, presumably for consultation 
with foreign Ministers. 

DENIAL. 

The Rothschilds deny the story that they 
prontised to advance Russia money, and that 
the loan would not be made public, etc. 

RUSSIAN ARTILLERY.

Lowpon, Nov. 20.—Mr. Cross, Home Secre- 
tary, ata banquet in Birmingham last night, 
spoke very hopefully in regard tothe present 
aspect of the Eastern question. He said all the 
Cabinets of Europe considered the Conference 
to be a means of settling the difficulty. He 
thought the Conference would probably meet 
before the end of the week. He declared the 
time had come when the waste-paper currency of 
Turkish promises should be paid in sterling 
coin.

INDIA. 
THAT GIGANTIC WAVE. 

Ca.cutta, Nov. 20.—Three large islands, 
namely, Hattiah, Sundeep, and Dakhan Shaha- 
bazhare, and numerous smaller islands included 
in Backergunge, Nookholly, and Chittagong, 
were entirely submerged by the storm-wave of 
Oct. 31, as was also the mainland for five or six 
miles. These islands are all in or near the estu- 
ary of the River Megua. The largest, Dakhan 
Shahabazhare, was 500 squares in extent. It had 
a population of about 240,000. Hattiah and 
Sundeep, together, had about 100,000 population. 
Up to about 11 o’clock onthe night of the 3ist, 
there were no signs of danger, but before midnight 
a wave swept over the country to the depth, in 
many places, ot twenty feet, surprising the 
people in their beds. Dense groves of cocoanut 
and palm trees around the villages enabled 
many to save themselves by climbing among 
the branches. Some took on the tops of 
their houses, but the water the houses 
asunder, and swept them out to sea. Some 
were carried thus across the channel, ten miles, 
to the Chittagong District, but the vast majori- 
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ty were never heard of again. The country is 
perfectly flat, and almost every one perished 
who failed to reach the trees. There is scarcely 
a household on the islands, and on the 
adjacent coast, but lost many members.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE BREADSTUFFS TRADE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Loxpon, Nov. 20.—The Mark Lane Express, 
in its weekly review of the British corn trade, 
says: The supplies of wheat in country markets 
have been again small, but its condition has im- 
proved under the influence of frosty weather. 
Dullness has been the prevailing feature 
of the provincial trade for both wheat 
and 1 corn. Several markets 
quoted a decline of a shilling per 
quarter for English wheat. Imports for the last 
week into London have been more liberal than 
lately, but the supply of American wheat was 
comparatively trifling against the large arrivals 
of Russian and Indian. The approaching clos- 
ing of Russian navigation will make Americar our 
mainsourceof supply for red wheat. It remains 
to be seen whether she will ship free- 
ly at present 8 or await 
advanced values. The local trade has 
revived, owing to the political uneasiness, Lon- 
don receiving considerably over the usual pro- 
portion of imports in consequence of the heav 
Russian and Kast Indian shipments.

EMANUEL HOPES FOR PEACE. 

Rome, Nov. 20.—The Italian Parliament was 
opened to-day. The King, in his speech from 
the throne, referring to the threatening events 
transpiring at the present time, expressed con- 
fidence in the success of the counsels of moder- 
ation, to which his Government had given an 
effectual support. Regarding tue relations be- 
tween the Church and State, the King said the 
extensi ve liberties granted the Church ought 
not to impair the public liberties. The Govern- 
ment would, therefore, propose bills for making 
efficient the reservation in the laws respecting 
the Papal See. 

FURTHER EXPERIMENTS WITH THE 100-TON GUN. 

The correspondent of the London Times at 
Spezzia, writing on the 27th of November, gives 
the following account of the effects of a shot 
from the 100-ton gun of the new Italian frigate 
Duilio: 

By this time, why, I know not, it is laid on tne 
Marrell plate of No. 2 target, below that of Cam- 
mell lately prerced. Again everybody withdraws, 
nominally to shelter, though the Ministers of Ma- 
rine and War themselves set the example of stand- 
ing on the open shore, certainly sheltered by a 
cliff, yet not out of all danger, seeing that again 
and again pieces of broken plate are hurled into the 
air and fall splashing into the sea quite close to the 
members of the Cabinet. 

The gun misses fire, something being wrong with 
the electric wires. They are adjusted, and again 
the dull roar is heard, the ground shakes, and the 
echoes roll round the Gulf. Werush to the target, 
and what asight presents itself! Only one word 
can express the appearance of the ship's side, — 
ruin. uin of the plate, ruin of the backing, ruin 
of the skin all the way between the two decks, ruin 
of every wooden strut or;iron stringer behind, ruin 
of the butt, and ruin of the lives of any men near 
the spot. The whole deck is strewn with ragged 
fragments of wood and iron from 200 pounds 
weight to a couple of ounces. A very cave's mouth 
yawns in the ship’s side, of such dimensions that 
the ram of an ironclad could hardly have caused it. 
From the butt are falling masses of earth, sand- 
bags, and gabions, which forma breach big enough 
to storm a town through. 

Undoubtedly it has been struck with force suffi- 
cient to drive whole plates out if the target had 
beenin truth a =>. Englishmen, Italians, Prus- 
sians, Russians, French, 1 stand posi- 
tively aghust at the awful chaos; and, beside, the 
whole structure of the target has been wrenched 
and shaken. No hope for a ship so stricken. No 
rum or torpedo could do more. The doomed ves- 
sel has nothing left for her to do but to sink in a 
few minutes. What effect would be produced on 
the nerves of those of the crew who are untouched 
by the masses and splinters of wood and iron can- 
not be told.

It is a significant fact that even in a country 
like Prussia—where, more than in other German 
states, Mecklenburg excepted, the power of 
aristocratic landowners is still a force to be 
reckoned with, at least in the provinces east of 
the Elbe—the Tories should, in spite of the 
countenance — to them by Government in- 
finence, only have obtained 72 members, while 
the Liberals muster 255 strong.

THE MONTEZUMA SEIZURE. 

Havana, Nov. 20.—It is reported that the 
steamer Montezuma was seen near Tortugas 
Island, off the Venezuela coast, making for 
Laguayra. A Spanish war-ship has gone in 
pursuit. 

An eye-witness of the seizure of the Monte- 
zuma says eighteen passengers, including four 
women, came aboard at Puerto Piata. The men 
demanded the surrender ofthe steamer in the 
name of the Republic of Cuba.

AFTERNOON. 

At the hour mentioned, the return was made, 
some of the best men in the city having been 
summoned.

casket, otherwise called a coffin; and that the said

together wilfully and without authority to forcibly 
break open and enter said tomb and unlawfully 
„ take, convey, and ca away from said 
tomb the said casket . . and the said human 
remains of said Abraham Lincoln, contrary to the 
law and against the peace and dignity of the said 
people of the State of Illinois. And the Grand 
Jurors . . . further present that the said Mul- 
Uns and Hughes did unlawfully . . . combine

The 
United States Supreme Court has ruled that 
an insured person, who fails, even through causes 
beyond his control, to pay his premium, forfeits 
his insurance, bat is entitled to the equitable value 
of the pulicy as far as paid up, and can recover 
this value in the courts. Mr. Homans finds ground 
for deep concern in the vast accumulations of the 
life-imeurance companies, now ameunting to $400, - 
000,000. Most of this immense sum is equitably 
to be regarded as a reserve amassed out of the 
early premiums of the insured to pay the insurance 
at the end. Its existence is a terrible temptation 
to the managers of the insurance corpora- 
tions, and one that is not always resisted. 
Mr. Homans advocates the yearly renewable 
plan, — the insured paying each year for the cost 
of insurance during the year, including a margin 
for expenses, and such possible adverse contin- 
gencies as an epidemic.

MORTALITY RECORD. 


AN ITALIAN FATALLY STABBED. 
About 5 o’clock yesterday morning Officer 
Max Kipley, of the Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion, came upon two Italians at the intersection 
of State, Nineteenth street, and Archcr avenue, 
one of whom, Salvatore Pitereso, was scarcely 
able to walk, owing to weakness from loss of 
blood through a fearful gash four inches 
in length across the abdomen. The 
wounded man was taken to the Coun- 
ty Hospital, -where the wound was 
speedily dressed, although the physicians 
at once pronounced it necessarily fatal. His 
companion gave his name as Casimo Vatroso, 
but denied all * of the affair, asserting 
that while on his Wa wn-town to answer an 
advertisement in E Sunpay TRIBUNE, he 
heard faint cries of Help! help!“ in the neigh- 
borhood where he found the wounded man lyi 
helpless in the gutter. He picked him up, an 
was on the way to the County Hospital with 
him when they were met by Officer Kipley. 
Vatroso further volunteered the statement, in 
execrably bad English, that he was a 
barber by trade, and formerly worked on 
Twenty-sixth street, but beyond this nothin 
could be gained from him. A huge horse-pisto 
was found upon him, and this, together with 
his suspicious conduct in not being able to lo- 
cate his residence, caused the police to lock him 
up at the Twenty-second Street Station to await 
further developments. Previous to being 
locked vp, however, he was accorded an inter- 
view in his native language with the wounded 
man, the police hoping to gain therefrom some 
satisfac story about the affair, but Pitereso 
shrewdly avoided telling any more than he af- 
terwards told in English to the officers. After 
giving his name, he stated that he was a single 
man, a barber by trade, and worked at the cor- 
ner of Twenty-sixth and State streets; that he 
lived at No. 276 Wallace street, where also

by whom the cutting had been done on account 
of the resurrection of an old feud, but whether

They promptly re- 
turned to the Hospital, and after arousing the 
woulded man elicted the information that Russo 
lived somewhere on Halsted street, but where 
he did not know. The officers made a diligent 
search, but — to a late hour last evening had 
not succeeded in capturing him. He can hardly 
elude pursuit much longer, however, as the po- 
— were fortunate enough to strike a good 
trail. 
Pitereso lingered until 4:50 in the afternoon 
when death relicved his sufferings, but before 
dying he excul — Vatroso from all blame, and 
repeated that Russo alone had done the injury 
with a large carving-kuife. The inquest will be 
held this afternoon, by which time the police 
hope to ferret out some better details of the 
crime. 


PROF. SWING 
AND HIS NEW CHURCH 
Certain prominent members of Prof. Swing’s 
church are endcavoring to satisfactorily mature a 
planwhereby the Society will have a local habita- 
tion of its own, and provide seating capacity for 
those who are obliged to stand and those who 
cannot obtain ingress every Sunday morni 
at McVicker’s Theatre.

CANINE RIGHTS. 


The Iowa Supreme Court Sits Down ona 
aller“ Dog. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

DrsMolixxs, Ia., Nov. 18.—At the last census 
there were 197,509 dogs of high and low degree 
in this State. In 1875 they killed 28,932 sheep. 
The status of dogs as property under the law is 
becoming a momentous query. A. F. Black- 
shire, up in Webster County, was the proprietor 
of a “yaller” dog. His neighbor, J. L. 
Marshall, was the proprietor of divers 
and sundry chickens, which he was diligently 
cultivating for the prospective Thanksgiving 
harvest. When they had gathered about their 
trough of adipose stuffing, like flies around the 
mouth of a molasses-jug, the temptation over- 


came the early religious training of the “ yal- 
ler“ dog, and, like a shot from a gun, he would 
land himself in the midst of that concourse of 
chickens, scaring them out of a week’s growth, 
and wasting their proprietor’s diligent labors. 
The dog would instantly dart through the 
fence to his kennel, and provokingly gaze from 
out the door at the broomstick flourished in the 
hands of the housewife he had escaped. Each 
night the chickens were counted, and it was dis- 
covered that the brood was being decimated, 
and their feathers were floating about the yard. 
One day, in the heat of his wrath, Mr. Black- 
shine intercepted the valler“ dog in his antics 
with a bullet, which excited the ire of the 
‘“yaller” dog’s master, and he straight- 
way went to the Circuit Court, and 
filed a petition averring that the dog was 
shot and killed with malice aforethought, and 
asking dam therefor in the sum of $10, and 
such other relief as might be deemod just and 
equitable in the premises. Then came the de- 
fendant, and, for answer to the petition afore- 
said, denied each and every allegation therein, 
and averred that The dog was killed while 
worrying and killing his domestic animals, con- 
sisting of horses, cattle, hogs, hens, and chick- 
ens.“ Then came a jury of twelve good men 
and true from the body of the people, 
and sat in judgment on the case. 
Neighbors were arrayed against neigh- 
bors as evidence, and the legal lore 
of the bar was exhausted. The plaintiff succeed- 
ed in establishing the fact that A nice yaller 
dog, without any tail, brought up in a respect - 
ble family, was worth 810.“ Then came the 
application of the law to the facts. The de- 
fendant asked the Court to instruct the jury as 
follows, to be answered as part of the verdict: 


Had the dog in question, a short time before be- 
ing killed, been chasing or worrying defendant's 
chickens, on defendant's premises; and, at or 
about the time of being killed, had he again re- 
turned to defendant's premises for the purpose of 
worrying and chasing chickens? 

The defendant further asked the following in- 
structions to the jury: 

If the dog in question went upon defendant's 

remises and drove the defendant's chickens away 

rom their feed, and, after being driven away by 

defendant, again returned to defendant’s premises 
and drove his chickens away from their — and 
the deféndant immediately thereupon shot said 
dog, he is not liable, and you will so find. 

u order to exempt defendant from liability for 
killing the dog in question, if he did kill him, it is 
not necessary that said dog should have, at the 
time of the killing, been in the act of maiming or 
injuring the defendant's chickens; that, if he was 
harassing the same or 8 them by driving 
them away from their feed, or chasing them about 
his premises, the defendant was justified in killing 
said dog upon his premises. 

These instructions were refused, and the 
Court, for itself, instructed the jury as fol- 
lows: 

5. The defendant will be liable in this action if 
he killed the dog, unless he caught the dog in the 
act of worrying the chickens. 

6. If he caught the dog in the act of worrying or 
killing his chickens, he was justified in killin 
him. The fact that his chickens were afraid o 
the dog, and ran from it, would not authorize the 
killing, unless the dog was worrying or killing 
them. To worry, means to run after; to chase; to 
bark at. 

It was not necessary that the dog should have 
been, at the very instant of the shooting, in the 
act of worrying or killing the defendant's chick- 
ens, in order to justify the shooting of it; but, if 
the dog had been worrying or killing the defend- 
ant's chickens upon his premises, and, at the time 
he was killed, his conduct was such as to create in 
the mind of the defendant a reasonable apprehen- 
sion of renewed worrying or killing, and, while 
under such apprehension, exercising the care and 
prudence which reasonable men usually exercise 
under like circumstances, he shot the dog, the 
shooting was rightful, and the plaintiff cannot 
recover. 

The jury decided that, under the circum- 
stances, a “ yaller ’’ dog had no rights to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of chickens, and render- 
ed a verdict for the chickens. The plaintiff ap- 
— to the Supreme Court. The rights and 

iberty of 197,509 dogs in the glorious republic- 

an, free, and liberty-loving State of lowa were 
in jeopardy. Such a momentous question 
should not be left to the arbitration of 
mediocre minds, and so the whole evidence 
and record were sent up to the supreme 
temple of justice, and the Supreme Judges, 
with a realizing sense of the interest at stake, 
selected the honorable Chief Justice to declare 
the opinion of the Court; whereupon the Chief 
Justice says: 

As to the first instruction refused, there was no 
error. It is not capable of either an affirmative or 
a negative answer. ‘T'wo or more distinct facts or 
transactions are grouped together. How the pur- 
pose of the dog in returning to the premises, ex- 
cept by ascertaining what he did, and therefrom 
determining his purpose, could be found by the 
jury, we cannot conceive. 

Interrogatories propounded to a jury, which, 
when answered, are designed to be in the nature of 
a special verdict, should be clear and distinct, and 
capable of being answered yes or no., or in 
some other brief and pertinent way; otherwise 
their only tendency is to confuse the jury. 

The circumstances that will justify the killing of 
a dog are defined by statute,—Code, Sec. 1. 485. 

We are of the opinion that the instructions giy- 
en fairly embody the correct rule, and the refusal 
to give those asked by defendant did not constitute 


error. 
The principal ebjection taken to the instruction 
is as to the definition of the word worry —the 
objection being that the definition is too limited 
and narrow, and Webster's definition is cited. Mr.

The Canvassing Board met yesterday morning 
and counted such of the passed returns as they 
had allowed to be corrected Saturday.

The question in regard to the powers and duties 
of Boards of Canvassers, or Returning Boards, is 
at the present time 8 in the minds of the 
whole American people. Could it be otherwise 
when at this very moment such a Board is in ses- 
sion in one of the States of the Union, upon whose 
decision the resuit of the last Presidentia! election, 
and perhaps the very existence of our free insti- 
tutions, may depend? 

Under these circumstances, and realizing fully 
the grave responsibility of our position as the Board 
of Canvassers of this community, we may be per- 
mitted to give our views upon the subject before 
us at greater length than would seem to be war- 
ranted under ordinary circumstances. We have 
been told by learned attorneys that a similar ques- 
tion to the one now before us has already been de- 
cided by the same Board in the Le Moyne-Farwell 
contest two years ago, and that we then held that 
our official duties were in nowise judicial, but sim- 
ply ministerial. The cases are dissimilar to 
this extent: thatin that case we were asked to go 
behind the election returns, and take cognizance 
of election and registration frauds, or, in other 
words, to assume judicial functions. This we re- 
fused to do, contending that our duties were of a 
ministerial character onlv, and that election frauds 
were matters to be decided by judicial tribunals. 
We hold the same opinion now, but the case we 
are at this time called upon to decide is one of an 
entirely different character. 

The question is not, Has the election been con- 
ducted according to law? but, Are a part of the 
election returns which are before us in the forms 
prescribed by the statutee ! 

ne are called upon to decide the following ques- 
tions: 

Firet—Is this ministerial body authorized to de- 
termine what constitutes a lawful election return? 

Second—Is it competent for this Board to decide 
whether an incomplete return, or one not made in 
compliance with the forms of law is an election 
return at all? 

Third—Is it proper and are we permitted to take 
cognizance of so-called election returns which are, 
in our opinion, materially defective and lacking 
some of the mostimportant requirements to con- 
stitute a lawful return? 

In order to treat this subject understandingly, let 
us first examine what the law says upon this sub- 
ject, and see whether, in the position we are about 
to take, we have the law on our side. 

Paragraph 1 of the Election laws of this State, in 
regard to Electors of President and Vice-President 
of the United States, directs that these elections 
shall be conducted and returns thereof made as 
hereinafier provided. And what does the law 
thereafter provide in reference to such returns? 

Paragraph 57 of that law provides, among other 
things, that. When the judges shall open and read 
the tickets, each clerk shall carefully mark down 
upon the tally-list the votes each candidate receives 
in aseparate column prepared for that purpose, 
with the name of such candidate atthe head of 
such column, and the office designated by the votes 
such candidate shall fill.” 

Mark well that, as the judges open and read the 
tickets, each clerk shall carefully mark down upon 
the tally-list the vote each candidate receives. 
This language is simple and to the point, as well as 
peremptory. It will not do to say There were 
too many votes, The judges had not the time, 
etc. If the election precincts are too large,—and 
in our judgment a great many are,—this evil can 
easily be remedied by the propér authorities. As 
the law stands, the judges are obliged to conform 
thereto, and to keepa careful and complete tally 
of. the votes ag ordered by the statute. In order to 
make the mode of procedure still more explicit, 
the statute, in aragraph 590, further pro- 
vides that All the ballots counted by the judges 
of election shall, after being read, be strung upon 
a strong thread or twine in the order in which they 
have been read, and shall then be carefully envel- 
oped and sealed up by the judges, etc., etc. 

Is that not plain language? Isit not clear that 
the intention of the statute was to provide that as 
fast as each ballot was opened and read by the 
judge its contents should at once then and there be 
noted on the tally-list. and the ballots forthwith 
strung upon thread in the order in which they were 
read, never again to be examined, counted, or 
handled by the judges except to carefully envelope 
and seal them! Is it possible that, after a perusal 
of the plain provisions of the statute, a shadow of 
doubt can remain in the minds of — judge or 
clerk of election in regard to his duties in the 
premises? Is it not absolutely clear that by these 
provisions a careful legislator intended to throw a 
guard around the ballot, and to create a check 
against any corrupt practices by the judges of elec- 
tion themselves? 

The duty is plain as regards the judges. There 
must be no departure from the forms of law, —that 
is, from the method of counting the votes preecribed 
thereby, —no innovation, no addition to nor omis- 
sion from its provisions, and any departure from 
these rules should be visited with the punishment 
provided therefor, and itis to be hoped that the 
proper judicial tribunal will make a warning ex- 
— ta willful and culpable negligence can be 
proved. 

The only effective check against fraud, the only 
absolutely certain method of obtaining an honest 
count of the votes as cast, isthe keeping of the 
tally-list as prescribed by law. The merely plac- 
ing in the columns of totals the alleged number of 
votes cast for each candidate ts a dangerous per- 
verson of the purposes of a tally-shect, and should 
never be 2 We are amazed to hear learn- 
ed atturneys ridiculing the solemn duties of judges 
and clerks of election by speakin r 
of the tally-list as bhen- tracks. But what does 
the statute further provide in reference to these 
tally- sheets! 

Paragraph 62 of the Election law pre- 
scribes that Such certificate (to the return), to- 

ether with one of the lists of voters and one of 

he tally-papers, having been carefully examined 
and sealed up, shall be put into the hands of oue 
of the judges, or Board of Election, who 
shall within four days thereafter deliver the 
same to the County Clerk or his Deputy at the office 
of said County Clerk, and when received such 
Clerk or Deputy shall proceed to open, canvass, 
and publish the return from each precinct or elec- 
tion district as provided by law. 

Mark the words ‘‘such return, certificate to- 
gether, with one of the lists of the voters (that is, 
the poll- book and one of the tally-papers) shall be 
delivered to the County Clerk, who shall proceed 
to open and canvass the same. What shall he can- 
vass? Is it the certificate, or tbe list of voters, or 
the tally-list, or are all of these papers necessary 
to constitute an election return to be canvassed, 
which, — to Webster, does not mean sim- 
ply to compile, but to examine closely, inspect, 
in order to ascertain the state of votes. Does not 
this requirement show upon its face that the inten- 
tion of the statute is that the tally-sheet, which is 
to be sealed up with the list of the voters, and the 
certificate constitutes the vouchers and proof of 
the correctness of this certificate’ 

The tally-sheet is the original entry of the num- 
ber of ballots cast for each candidate, the certifi- 
cate issimply a tranecript from the tally-sheet, 
therefore, according to all rules of evidence the 
tally-sheet is the best proof, as a book of original 
entry is better evidence of a buginess transaction 
than a ledger. In the last Congressional election ia 
the Second District in which Messrs. Ward and 
Harrison were candidates, the certificates of the 
judges of elections showed Mr. Ward elected y 
majority of 3 votes, but the tally-sheets show that 
Mr. Harrison received a majority of 8 votes. The 
judges in the 12 where the discrepancy occur- 
ed were called in, and seeing their mistake correct- 
ed their certificate, thus giving Mr. Harrison his 
seat, and the action of this Board of Canvassers in 
that case was never called in question. Taki 
the law as it stands an we, i 
literally,. we are inclined to the lief 
thatan election return does not simply mean a 
certified compilation by the judges of elec- 
tion, but that a list of voters and a =. 
list is necessary to make it complete. The 
question whether the Board of Canvassers is 
competent to decide upon the legality of a return, 
we are also, in the absence of positive legal en- 
actment, inclined to decide in the affirmative. If 
it has not this power, who has? And if it does not 
possess it, where is the limit to defective, incom- 
plete, and fraudulent returns? But most se- 
rious question arises, Have we the power to re- 
ceive, open, andcanvass so-called returns which 
we believe to be materially defective and lacki 
in the eee necessary te constitute a lawf 
return 

Through some neglect or omission, neither the 
forms of election returns nor the duties of Can- 
vassing Boards have ever been prescribed by the 
statute with sufficient clearness, nor have e ng 
doubts ever been set at rest by any decision of the 
Supreme Court of this State, their decisions never 
going back to the nature of the return itself, and
